And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Coun¬ 
cil  has,  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant  to  the 
said  Act,  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  tract  of 
land  hereinafter  described  and  the  owners  thereof 
be  incorporated  into  an  improvement  district  under 
the  said  Act,  and  has  made  further  provision  to  the 
tenor  and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  the  Victoria  Land  Regis¬ 
tration  District  and  the  Wellington  and  Mountain 
Land  Districts,  more  particularly  described  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Sections  1  and  2,  Range  2;  Section  1,  Range 
3;  Section  4,  Range  4;  Sections  3,  4,  6,  8,  10,  and 
12;  part  District  Lot  28  as  shown  on  Registered 
Plan  5103;  Section  5  (excepting  the  portion  lying 
to  the  east  of  the  Island  Highway,  south-east  of 
Departure  Bay  Road  and  east  of  the  west  boundary 
of  Lot  B,  Registered  Plan  2862);  District  Lots  21, 
35g,  52,  34g,  24g,  16,  22c,  23g,  30,  20,  25g,  47,  40,

tioned  within  the  Wellington  Land  District;  Sec¬

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  or  members 
of  the  fire  brigade  in  the  tract  of  land  hereinbe¬ 
fore  described,  and  excepting  members  of  the  fire 


brigade  who  are  not  land-owners,  the  persons 
qualified  to  be  candidates  at  the  said  election  shall 
be  persons  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  their 
wives  and  husbands. 

6.  Mr.  Horace  Jones,  of  484  Machleary  Street, 
Nanaimo,  B.C.,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  for 
the  first  election  of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as 
aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  be¬ 
fore  the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  the  nearest 
post-office  and  at  two  other  conspicuous  places 
within  the  area  hereinbefore  described  a  notice 
signed  by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of 
holding  the  said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer 
shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  clause  5  he  shall  have  power 
to  determine  whether  or  not  any  person  who  desires 
to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power 
to  determine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the 
said  meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes. 
Each  qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one 
vote  for  each  of  five  candidates.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election  and 
shall  notify  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  of 
the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1956,  the  candidates  elected  for  whom  the  second 
and  third  greatest  numbers  of  votes  are  cast  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1955,  and  the  candidates  elected  for  whom  the 
fourth  and  fifth  greatest  numbers  of  votes  are  cast 
shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting 
of  1954,  but  should  there  be  nominated  no  more 
than  five  candidates  for  the  office  of  Trustee,  or 
should  any  two  or  more  candidates  receive  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  then  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
have  power  to  and  shall  declare  which  of  the  candi¬ 
dates  are  elected  and  which  shall  hold  office  until 
the  next,  the  second,  and  the  third  succeeding 
annual  general  meetings  respectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be  held 
between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each  year 
except  1953,  for  the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report  on 
condition  of  the  works  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  district: 

(h)  To  discuss  any  matter  relating  to  the  works 
or  finances  of  the  improvement  district: 

(c)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  ensuing  year: 

(d)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  succeed 
those  whose  terms  of  office  expire  coincident 
with  the  holding  such  annual  general  meet¬ 
ing,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill 
any  other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or 
have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur 
among  the  Trustees: 

(e)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 

Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at 
a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  up  in  conspicu¬ 
ous  places  at  the  nearest  post-office  and  at  the 
building  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  every  person 
shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a  Canadian  citizen 
and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and  is  an 
owner  of  land  or  a  member  of  the  fire  brigade  in 
the  improvement  district,  or  the  authorized  agent 
of  any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of 
such  land,  or  the  legal  representative  of  any  owner 
of  such  land  who  has  died,  become  insolvent,  or 
insane,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as  a  voter 
under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.”  Excepting 
the  members  of  the  fire  brigade  who  are  not  land- 
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owners,  every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote 
and  the  wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee  of  the 
improvement  district.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of 
any  person  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  being 
challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have  authority  to 
determine  whether  or  not  such  person  is  entitled  to 
vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require  such  person 
to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory  declaration 
showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified  as  aforesaid 
to  vote  at  such  general  meeting.  Forthwith  after 
the  holding  of  a  general  meeting  the  Trustees  shall 
file  with  the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  a  true 
copy  of  the  minutes  of  such  meeting  and  copies  of 
all  auditor’s  reports  and  financial  statements  pre¬ 
sented  or  discussed  at  the  meeting.

AID  TAX  ACT” 

March  2 1st,  1951. 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  regulations 
made  pursuant  to  the  “  Social  Security  and  Munici¬ 
pal  Aid  Tax  Act”  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1388, 
approved  June  22nd,  1948,  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  present  Regulations  Nos.  5-9  and  5-10  (6), 
and  substituting  the  following:  — 

“  5-9.  In  the  case  of  a  vendor,  the  amount  of 
the  tax  collected  as  shown  by  the  return,  less 
authorized  deductions,  shall  be  remitted  to  the 
Commissioner  at  Victoria  not  later  than  twenty 
days  after  the  last  day  of  the  month  during  which 
the  tax  was  collected,  and  in  other  cases  the  tax 
must  be  remitted  forthwith  to  the  Commissioner 
or  to  a  person  appointed  by  the  Commissioner, 
who  shall  issue  an  interim  receipt.  Remittance 
shall  be  made  by  cheque;  bank,  express,  or  postal 
money-order;  postal  note;  or  cash. 

“5-10.  ( b )  In  the  case  of  a  vendor,  returns  shall 
be  made  and  tax  collected  shall  be  remitted  at  the 
times  prescribed  in  these  regulations,  and  in  the 
case  of  all  other  persons  the  returns  shall  be  made 
and  the  tax  remitted  forthwith  after  tangible  per¬ 
sonal  property  has  been  received  or  brought  into 
the  Province.”

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 


(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing 
Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend 
to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of 
the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  men¬ 
tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IVi  inches. 
There  shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.
